OFFICIAL SUPERVISION OF METALLIFEROUS MINES. 
Sir,—Having just had an opportunity of perusing the ‘“ Metalliferous 
Mines Bill,”’ introduced into the House of Lords a few days since, I am 
strack with astonishment at such a production emanating, as one must 
me, from such gentlemen as Messrs. Kendaland Davey. From Lord 
innaird and Dr. Holland it would have been, to a very limited extent, 
excusable; but for gentlemen who are interested in the county of Corn- 
wall, and no doubt in mining also, to virtually hand over the sole manage- 
ment of all the metalliferous mines in the kingdom to any single official 
of the Board to be constituted, is an act so suicidal to mining, and so 
monstrous, that I am at a loss to understand it. The only appeal the 
unfortunate mine owners have, in case of supposed hardship, it to men 
who must be thoroughly ignorant of mines and mining; for instance, 
they must be inno way connected with mining, nor in any way what- 
ever beneficially interested therein. (Query; where can they be found?) 

Those officials have the power to order the erection of any kind of ma- 
chinery, and to any amount of cost—how, when, and where they please— 
for raising and lowering the miners; of altering and reconstructing all 
footways to suit their notions, as often as they, in their wisdom, think 
proper; and, if they choose, may at any time prohibit the use of gun- 
powder in mines if they deem it dangerous to the miners, and from any 
of those things there is no appeal, not even the precious one aforemen- 
tioned. A whole series of plans and sections must be sent to the Board 
periodically, (say) three or four times annually. This alone, in some 
mines, will require a corps of draughtsmen continually for the purpose. 
The Inspectors, too, have the power to call off the agents from their du- 
ties, either by day or by night, to examine them to any extent, for any 
length of time, and as often as they think proper, without any appeal. In 
short, the whole Act seems to be framed for the poy of closing all 
metalliferous mines in the kingdom, which it will most certainly do if 
allowed to pass into law. If it were possible to find any mine proprietors 
so foolish as to work an extensive mine, and adopt the Act in its en- 
tirety, the same thing would utterly destroy all the pure air in the mine, 
and as a matter of course stop itself. I refer to the immense quantities 
of timber that would be required uselessly to be fixed, as it is well known 
to men of experience os tee quantities of timber in close places very 
seriously vitiate the air; so that instead of the Act being a boon to the 
miner it will be a positive curse, 

I beg to suggest, Mr. Editor, that you publish the Act in ewtenso, and 
ask all your mine subscribers to bear their equable portion of the cost of 
advertising it. I think there will be no reluctance to pay it, and the min- 
ing public would be much enlightened thereby.

CORNISH MINES VALUATION. 


Sm,—I should like very much to know upon what principle a Cornish 
mine is valued, or is there any principle at all? farther than what Hudi- 
bras tells us, that “ ‘The value of a thing is just as much as it will bring.” 
Looking at your Mining Share List, I notice many mines set down at hun- 
dreds of thousands of pounds; thus, Great Wheal Vor, 5908 shares, at 407. 
per share=236,3207. Now, what is there to represent this sum? Is it 
plant? Is it reserve minerals, or what? I could understand a value being 
put on a favourable lease of a large mineral field, where the minerals are 
regular, such as coal or ironstone, or minerals won and explored, where 
the levels are driven both above and below it; but it appears to me to be 
reckless to calculate on the continuation of any lode. If we adopt this view, 
then the value of a mine will be the value of the plant and the value of the 
reserves. ‘Thus, supposing there are (say) 50,000 tons of ore in reserve, 
which can be worked out at the rate of 12,000 tons a year. It is the pre- 
sent value of 50,000 tons of ore, spread over four years, and the value of 
the plant, and all! else must be speculation. Now, the value of the plant 
is trifling. Thus, I suppose the whole machinery of the mine alluded to, 
for anything I know, may not be worth 36,000/., and the reserves are 
worth 200,0007, Are they worth that? or how much is put on the pro- 
spective value? It is an exceedingly unwise thing to keep on a capital 
or share account which has been all expended in driving unprofitable ex- 

loring levels. Such a thing is very apt to deceive. It is true the vary- 
ng price of the shares gives the public an idea of the fluctuation in the 
value; still, many people who buy shares know little of the state of matters, 
until some fine morning the bubble bursts, and all that they have for their 
money is a few old engines and useless stock. I do not select Wheal Vor 
because of its worth, for of that I know nothing, but it is frequently men- 
tioned in the Journal, and it serves to illustrate my remarks.

SLATE QUARRIES AS AN INVESTMENT; AND THE DIP 
OF MERIONETHSHIRE SLATE ROCK. 


Str,—I was no little surprised at seeing Dr. Bower’s letter in the Journal 
of March 25. Inclined heretofore to put the best construction on his as- 
sertion that the dip (inclination of the rock) of Merionethshire slate veins 
is from 4° to 5°, or nearly horizontal, I thought he might have been at 
the Craig Ddu Quarry, where the dip is nearly horizontal, and had taken 
for granted that the dip of the whole range was the same, But I really 
cannot conjecture how to construe the assertion that Mr. Greaves’s slate 
rock lies at an angle of from 4° to 5°. At where, pray, could the learned 
doctor have looked? It occurs to me that he looked at the floor of the 
gallery, saw 4 little inclination in it, and, without examination, took it to 

the dip of the rock. If he had taken a minute inspection, he would 
have found the dip of Mr. Greaves’s rock to be from 43° to 45°. Let us 
further examine the Doctor’s reasons for saying that the dip of the Meri- 
oneth slate veins is chiefly so. 

1.—He “asked Mr, Greaves’s quarry captain whether the dip was ge- 
nerally the same in Merionethshire as theirs, and he said he thought it 
was, but it differed in some places.’”’ Now, with all respect due to Dr. 
Bower, it seems strange to me that a gentleman, who may have been for 
many years in the exercise of his profession accustomed to close reasoning, 
can call this a reason. It is not a reason, but asupposition; and not even 
& supposition of his own, but of Mr. Greaves’s quarry captain. However, 
the supposition is not trae. Let Dr. Bower instead of visiting one indi- 
vidual quarry visit the whole or greater part of them, and the result will 
be that, so far as I am acquainted, he will find only one instance of hori- 
zontal slate rock in Merionethshire, which is, as before stated, the Craig 
Ddu Quarry. This is, I consider, a most fortunate fact for Merionethshire; 
because a horizontal rock would be fully 10 per cent. more costly to work, 
and, from the specimens I have seen of it, much inferior to vertical and 
inclined rocks, 

2.—That “ I have seen the dip on the surface, Z think, near Festiniog, 
but certainly about the boundary line between Merionethshire and Den- 
bighshire.” Here we certainly have a fact—such as it is—to take hold of. 
The Doctor has seen the dip of a rock; he does not exactly know whether 
in Merionethshire or Denbigshire, but somewhere about the boundary line. 
This, backed up by the word of Greaves’s quarry captain, and the dip of 
Greaves’s quarry, is considered as sufficient evidence in favour of its being 
the general Merioneth slate dip. But all three, awkwardly and unfortu- 
pork ag turn out to be fallacious, 

1,—Every tyro in quarrying matters could have informed the Doctor 
that the dip of the surface generally varies considerably from the true 
dip. Especially so when the superincumbent pressure is great, and the 
support deficient. 

2.—Granting this was the true dip at that identical spot where the Doctor 
saw this top rock, it by no means follows that this is the general dip of 
the county. Two quarries may be opened on the same vein, within a few 
hundred yards of each other, and the dip vary considerably. Let us quote 
an instance, by way of illustration, in Merionethshire. Within about 
800 yards of the Craig Ddu Quarry, before referred to, an old quarry has 
been opened where the dip is about 45°, while at Craig Ddu it is nearly 
horizontal. 

8.—If the Doctor would come over to Llwyngwril, in Merionethshire, 
and pay a visit to Dr. George Alfred Walker’s quarry, we could show him 

dip of 86°, or nearly vertical; and there are several of its neighbouring 

of — the same dip. Dr. Walker, although distinguished in 
physic, has had but comparative short experience in the slate trade, yet he 
guessed the dip of the quarry within a few degrees; and it is strange that 


an authority of Dr. Bower’s standing should make so great an error. 
Again, if he chocses to visit the Corris Quarries, he will also find these of 
a vertical dip. 

From these facts, we cannot but come to the inference that the horizontal 
dip is an exception, and an inclined and vertical one the rule in Merioneth- 
shire. In conclusion, I have to state that it is not from any love of con- 
troversy that I enter the field of discussion on this subject; and I have to 
express my deep regret that Dr. Bower, who may well be considered as an 
authority, and on whose judgment many may have relied, should have 
committed so great an error. More especially so when I am aware that 
amongst the many slate quarrying schemes offered to the uninitiated public, 
many of them worse than worthless, and others of a very valuable cha- 
racter, it is, I conceive, of the greatest importance that the judgment of 
the investor should be as little clouded as possible, and I think it is very 
deplorable that such conflicting statements should be made in what ought 
to be a very simple question ; and that in this one, and highly important 
as it is (in the matter of economical slate quarrying), the bewildered public 
should be assisted in forming a correct jadgment. And it is only on this 
ground, Sir, that I trouble you with this communication.

PROTECTION OF INVENTIONS AT INDUSTRIAL 
EXHIBITIONS 


Sm,—My attention has jast been attracted to some remarks in your 
Notices to Correspondents, headed “‘ Inventor,” with regard to my stric- 
tures on the Acts passed for according what is termed protection to un- 
patented and unregistered inventions and designs first exhibited at the 
Dublin Exhibition, and industrial exhibitions generally. I fear ‘In- 
ventor” has quite mistaken my views, for I am, in reality, quite as much 
disposed as he appears to be to favour the exhibition of new inventions 
and new designs, if the law allows it to be done with safety; but I differ 
from him as to there being any safety attainable under the above-named 
Acts, for, as I stated in my communication on the subject, that as regards 
the Dublin Exhibition, anyone who thinks it to his advantage to deprive 
the exhibitor of his right to take out a patent can do so simply by at once, 
and during the period of holding the exhibition, making use of the inven- 
tion outside its doors. It is not a question of temporary injury by an unau- 
thorised use, as “Inventor” seems to suppose—it is deprivation of all fu- 
ture protection for, and property in, the invention; and the same effect 
will be produced if any exhibition, publication, or use be continued after 
the Exhibition is closed. And this latter use will have the same effect 
under the General Industrial Exhibitions Act, unless, indeed, the exhibitor 
is able to protect himself under the Patent Laws before the Exhibition 
closes; and as these exhibitions do not remain open longer than a few 
weeks, it is by no means certain that money will be found for the purpose 
in that time. ‘The sale or disposal of an inventor’s rights in posse are not 
transactions which can be effected in a few minutes, by crying in the streets 
—“ Who will buy, buy, buy?” Hence I look upon the exhibition of an 
invention implicitly relying on these Acts as placing all on the cast of a 
die. Ihave been an inventor myself, and can practically realise the true 
position of these matters. ‘There are other flaws and blemishes in these 
Acts, which render them very untrustworthy, and I can see 20 effectual 
and simple plan of dealing with this matter but by supplementing the Acts 
by an enactment reducing the cost of provisional protection for Letters 
Patent. (As concerns designs, the provisional registration is now only 1s. 
for ornamental designs, and 10s. for utility designs.) At all events, the 
stamp duty on provisional protection for exhibited inventions, if applied 
for during the period of exhibition, should be permitted to stand over for 
some length of time, or the American caveat system should be allowed to 
exhibitors for a fee of 5s. 

I am about to publish a pamphlet, in which I shall analyse the Acts, 
giving the enactments verbatm; and I shall be happy to forward a copy 
to ‘ Inventor,” upon perusal of which I think he will see that I am right.

THE LOCK-OUT IN THE IRON TRADE. 


Sir,—It is to be hoped that some settlement will be made between the 
ironmasters and their men before another week passes, and thus save a 
great deal of misery amongst thousands who have the misfortune to be 
mixed up with the disputants—by no fault of their own, such as labourers 
and others more or less connected with the iron department. Doubtless, 
both parties are to blame—masters and men. ‘The former have acted too 
hastily ; in my opinion, they should have held consultations with their men, and stated 
what grievances they had, when doubtless some understanding would have resulted, to 
the satisfaction of all concerned, Of the two they are most to be blamed. The great 
point is now, which is the best way to settle matters? It is well known that the men 
of North Staffordshire refused to accept of the required reduction of 10 per cent. on the 
suggestion of the South Staffordshire executive, at Brierley Hill, who wished to make an 
experiment as to what effect it would have on the masters. The Gateshead or North of 
England executive fell in with the views of the Brierley Hill, and in conjunction agreed 
to render every support to the men in North Staffordshire; the latter, therefore, were 
not so much to blame up to a certain point, The {tronmasters of South Staffordshire and 
North of England, fearing that if the men succeeded in one locality that they would 
soon be similarly situated, at once took steps to combat the powerful organisation of 
fronworkers, and formed @ league offensive and defensive, resulting in notices being 
given to all their workmen that if the puddiers of North Staffordshire did not resume 
work within fourteen days their works would be closed, and a general lock-out would 
be the result, the object being to starve the men to submission. The masters, I hesi- 
tate not to state, acted wrong, and by so doing have injured themselves in the eyes 
of all who know anything of the iron trade, and can think honestly. With respect to 
the two executives of ironworkers— Gateshead and Brierley Hill—anyone who has read 
the speeches of the leading men since the lock-out, must be greatly pleased with the mo- 
derate counsel they have given to their friends of North Staffordshire, and the desire 
they evince for an amicable settlement. Unfortunately, the trades of London step in 
and mar such good intentions, by accusing the Brierley council of throwing the North 
Staffordshire men overboard, and then pass resolutions to afford more support to those 
men, in order, of course, to prolong the lock-out, though they pretend to be anxious to 
see an end tothe dispute. I can readily perceive the motives which influence the iron- 
workers’ executives from dispensing with the London trades pecuniary support, and in 
that matter they act wisely—seeing a little ahead. But not to extend my remarks at 
great length, I would suggest as the best meahs to bring the matter to a close that the 
executives of the ironworkers should make the following proposition to the men of North 
Staffordshire :—* The advice we gave you of not ding to the proposed reduction we 
have now reason to believe was not wise. We do not, therefore, attach any blame to 
you for acting upon our advice; buc we now think that you can resume work upon the 
terms offered by the employers, considering all the circumstances of the case, which is 
somewhat peculiar. We will, on your resuming work from—say, Monday next, or such 
day as may be fixed upon, make up to each of you the whole amount of wages you 
might have been able to earn (an average being taken for that purpose) from the day of 
your leaving off work.” Such a proposition would, I think, meet the case, and be satis- 
factory to all parties. The men of North Staffordshire are, in my humble opinion, en- 
titled to such remuneration, and the two executives in honour bound to pay the same. 
Tam much surprised that a proposition of the kind was not made. When all are at 
work again some plan can be devised for any future disagreements, rules, &c., framed, 
which may meet with the concurrence of masters and men, and arbitrators appointed 
having the confidence of both parties. I earnestly trust that such may speedily be the 
case, and that my little mite may be looked at in its proper light, as a kind of balancing 
of masters and men, and may the “oil thrown on troubled waters” diffuse a spirit of 
calmness around.— Swansea Valley, March 29.

PUBLIC COMPANIES’ PURCHASES. 


Sir,—It seems to be an almost general practice with shareholders to 
complain, after the establishment of a company for commercial purposes, 
of the terms upon which the business has been purchased, and thus it is 
that by far too many capitalists feel that all property bought by public 
companies is paid more for than it is fairly worth. Although, of course, 
there may be cases in which this complaint would apply, I believe it is 
only in very rare instances, and that as a rule the promoters of an undertaking, who are 
usually dependent upon its success for their remuneration, will see that the purchase 
money is not put too high, in order that they may be enabled to present an attractive 
prospectus to the public. The course adopted in making the valuation for the purchase 
of Messrs. Cammell’s Cyclops Works, by Charles Cammell and Co. (Limited) appears to 
me, as a shareholder, as fair as any that could have been e it was, of course, 
desirable for all parties that the appraisement should be one that could not afterwards 
be objected to, the work of valuation was split up into three divisions, and for each di- 
vision two valuers were nominated—one to represent the seller, Mr. Cammell, and one 
to represent the buyer, the company ; and the principles upon which the valuation was 
to be made were clearly defined. When the appraisement had been completed, Mr. 
Leppoc, and one or two others, asked to have the valuation of one of the divisions re-

MANAGEMENT OF MINES. 


_Sir,—In many cases it is left to the manager of a mine to appoint ot 
discharge the under agents, or they are appointed and discharged by the 
company, or board of management, at his discretion, or through his ia- 
strumentality, which will do very well when the manager is doing his best 
for the interest of the whole company ; but when the manager is kept in 
office by ‘‘ Brass Wire,” there is an important and fatal objection to it,— 
the manager would undoubtedly work for the interest of “Brass Wire” dlone, and 
then, as a matter of course, the other agents have to do the same, and not say a word 
against it, or even about it, to anyone, or else, by the end of the month, they are re- 
ported to “ Brass Wire,” who at once say discharge them, and put others in their 
places. Again, if gentiemen from Glasgow, London, or elsewhere, were to visit thelr 
mines, the agents are placed in such a critical position by “ Brass Wire” or thelr ma- 
nager, as will keep them from giving a true account of anything, for fear of being dis- 
missed. Where there is the least suspicion of the existence of a “ Brass Wire” the 
company themselves ought to appoint the under agents, and place them in such a potl- 
tion as the manager could not obtain their dismissal without a fatr hearing of the case, 
for and against, at a general meeting, where the manager and other agent or agents 
should appear face to face. I once knew an instance of this being done, which brought 
to light many unmanly actions in the manager’s character, and it resulted in the ma- 
nager having to leave, and the agent being put in his place, which proved to be a great 
advantage to the company. Companies ought sometimes to correspond with the other 
captains as well as the manager, that they may know who and what they are, and 
whereabouts. A manager’s actions ought to be open to the scratiny of the wide world, 
and if he does not do as he ought it shonld be published throughout the country. 
What do gentlemen think of a captain being sent to inspect a mine, and on doing # 
write to condemn the floors, that a large quantity of timber should be bought to construct 
new? What do gentlemen think of a captain being sent to inspect a mine and told to 
condemn the management, that he might be appointed as manager after the other was 
discharged? What do gentlemen think of the erection of an useless engine on & mine? 
What do gentlemen think of erecting an extra 12 heads of stamps and other things to 
an engine, and cause it to be broken to pieces and rendered useless, until some hund 
of pounds be expended to repair it, and at the same time not work enough for the stav 
in use before? Why, to answer two purposes—first, the benefit of “ Brass Wire, 
secondly, the benefit of the manager, by getting his percentage. “ Brass Wire,” or S00 
part of them, may have a man to act as manager for them at the rate of 200/. or 
per annum, with percentage on orders given for machinery, materials, dc. ; then they 
get him appointed to, perhaps, six or eight mines, at the rate of six or eight guineas pet 
month from each, which is paid into “ Brass Wire,” and which leaves them A profit. 

Perhaps those whom the cap may fit, if there is anything sald to them about it, may 
say that they take no notice of such co! and that they treat it with som 
tempt ; but I should think that gentlemen would not listen to such subterfuge oa 
a strict investigation. Whoever may read this letter and wish to make anything 
of it, I would impress upon their minds the necessity of first reading the one 754 
peared in the Journal of March 18, on the same subject.

The biographical portion of this elaborate work occupies 342 pages, and 
contains the matter of many manuscripts hitherto unpublished; among 
the latter we notice Coke’s letter, page 24; notes of an interview between | 
Lord Herbert and Charles I. at Nottingham, Sept. 9, 1642, page 44; | 
Lord Herbert’s letter to Prince Rupert, July 25, 1643-4, page 64; John 
Bythell’s very curious and interesting letter, page 88; Allen Boteler’s 
amusing documentary evidence, page 142; his lordship’s letter, in his own 
cipher, page 180, being a facsimile; with several others, both in the Life | 
and in the Appendix. In the latter, marked letter I, we find the Mar- | 
quis’s remarkable petition, referring to the date 1665-6, in which, after 
reciting his having “ with great loyalty expended and lost his whole for- 
tune for the interest of the Crown,” he proceeds to declare his desperate 
and reduced condition to be such “through his debts and wants, that he 
is not capable to eat bread of his own, or to allow himself the freedom of the streets, 
being deprived hereof through the clamour of his creditors, whose moneys were really 
borrowed for the use and on the desire of” Charles I. In 1667 this martyr to the cause 
he had espoused died in retirement near London. The period of his disease was one of 
plague, just after the great fire of London, and during consequent national distress. Let 
those who blame the Marquis for the incompleteness of his scientific labours, and his 
having left us such an imperfect record of his numerous inventions, ponder this state of 
personal and public calamity, and the surprise will then be rather that he effected so 
much, than that he left no more satisfactory evidence of his inventive ingenuity than is 


to be found recorded in his wonderful little book entitled “ A Century of Inventions.” 
Of this production Mr. Dircks says:— 

“His ‘Century ’ has been preserved to these times, but all his other works, which 
might have thrown a fuller light on his inventions, have perished. Whether books and 
papers belonging to him were procured and burnt, according to the story relating to such 
an incident, is now past discovery ; but it is abundantly evident that the great scarcity 
of information which exists has led to the propagation of many unfounded statements, 
and given undue weight to others purely conjectural. That which cannot be established

The ‘ Century’ stands alone in the languages of the civilised world, the strange monu- 
ment of & strong mind seeking its full development in a prejudiced age, striking into 
new paths, which society could not comprehend, and, therefore, would not patronise.”

Under 
the former, at page 493, is an interesting state:nent of facts and dates, going far to prove 
that the so-called Savery’s engine is no other than the aforesaid invention of the Mar- 
But the most complete notes are appended to No. 100, where, at page 537, occurs 
the petition of one William Lambert, addressed to Charles IL., seeking to be reinstated 
in works at Vauxhal), having been “ founder to his late Majesty of blessed memory in 
Vauxhall under the Marquis of Worcester, for gun and waterwork, or any other thing 
founded in brass.” A copy of the grant from Charles I, is also given, bearing date 
Ang. 20, 1647, and Mr. Dircks remarks thereon :— 

“ These documents are highly interesting, as they establish beyond a doubt the Mar- 
quis’s early connection with gunnery and with waterwork operations at Vauxhall, and 
account for the practical character of inventions mentioned in the * Century,’ which 
might reasonably be thought to be beyond the scope of a private individual.” 

In the 68th article the Marquis uses the extraordinary expression—“ So that having 
a@ way to make my vessels that they are strengthened by the force within them,” &c. 
Many have supposed this to be paradoxical, while others have contrived boilers with 
external concave sides, which boilers were to be “strengthened by the force” of the 
steam “ within them!” Mr. Dircks cuts the Gordian knot by showing that the “ force” 
was nothing more or less than some peculiar pump, or plunger, acting as a safety-valve, 
At page 483 he gives examples of John Bate’s use of this technical term in its double 
sense—as “the forces which force the water.” In concluding his comments, Mr 


“ With these observations we close our comments on the various articles of the ‘ Cen- 
tury,’ after having supplied a mass of the most important references to contemporary 
and early scientific authors, as well as offered several entirely new solutions, and re- 
duced the problematical character of this singularly interesting work to one only, being 
No. 56, which alone remains open to the charge of being a paradox.” 

Among the novelties in the solutions we observe Mr. Dircks’ reproduction of a cipher 
seal, a curvilinear cipher, a balance waterwork, a bucket fountain, a double drawing- 
engine, a to and fro lever, an easy level draught, a flowing and ebbing motion, an en- 
gine to raise weights, and an easy made water screw. Farey, in his able work on the 
steam-engine, when alluding to the Marquis’s inventions cites No. 99 as one among its 
three or four other paradoxes; perhaps he inciuded Nos. 25 and 27, all now traced by 
Mr. Dircks to simple forms of the steam-engine; and Nos. 22, 23, and 57 to illustrations 
of the action of condensation. Since the publication of the “ Century,” in 1663, these 
six articles have remained like letters cachet, no one so much as suspecting this ready 
means of solving the secrets their peculiar language served tooonceal. They are further 
illustrated by four engraved diagrams. 

As a piece of scientific biography, the want of a comprehensive Life of the Marquis of 
Worcester has been Jong felt, but can now no longer exist. Mr. Dircks supplies ample 
materials for writers more disposed than himself to launch out into an imaginative 
strain of writing, as Hume wrote his History of England—very delightful to read, but 
very dangerous to depend upon. Mr. Dircks has adopted a middie course, and instead 
of giving garbled extracts and disreputable epitomes, he offers all the scarce relics in 
fall, adding in his Appendix other useful materials. A work such as Mr. Dircks has 
produced will always be one of authority, whereas had he been content to give his own 
interpretation of early authorities, widely distributed, without the irrefragable evi- 
dence here adduced, constant doubt would have attended his opinions, and his work 
might have long remained without attaining that respect the course he has adopted in 
its composition cannot fail toensure. A writer who engages in such an enquiry de- 
serves encouragement. It is only those whose researches lie among dusty records that 
know theardour necessary to carry the scholar through years of study and patient in- 
vestigation ; and it is poor recompense when a worthy labour, assiduously and ardentiy 
performed, is met with other than approving sympathy. There are minds, however, so 
uncompromisingly utilitarian, and so ingrained with sentiments purely selfish, that the 
present, and the present alone, merits their commendation. Mr. Dircks, alive to this 
remnant of the spirit of the age, writes :— 

“The mixed character of the Marquis of Worcester has ever been a stumbling-block 
to the purely classical scholar, the divine, the politician, and the lawyer; while, on the 
other hand, the rapid advances in science during the last 50 years have deprived the 
* Century’ of more than half its interest. Science cannot hope to be advanced by dis- 
cussing the automata of the 17th century, its fountains, improvements in fire-arms, 
bows, keys, stairs, boats, fortifications, and many other promising inventions. But a 
Life of the Marquis of Worcester without the ‘Centary,’ would be a drama without its 
most important character.” 

A labour like the present memoir and commentary is a work not lightly to be es- 
teemed. Above 300 printed works are recorded as having been consulted in its compo- 
sition, besides the rich manuscript stores of the British Museum, the Bodleian Library, 
the State Paper Office, and the private collection of his Grace the Duke of Beaufort ; we, 
therefore, hail its appearance, and only hope that it will serve to stimulate others to like 
praiseworthy labours, to revivify the past, and to give to mental worth and genius their 
just due, for the encouragement of the rising generation in all great and glorious actions, 








New Meratiic Attors.—Messrs. T. Dunlevie (of Dublin) and John 
Jones (of Liverpool) have patented a metallic alloy, to be employed for 
the bearings of shafts or frictional surfaces in machinery, “rolling stock,” 
&c, The improvements consist in the combination and use of spelter and 
block tin, to which is added a small quantity of copper and asmall amount of antimony,and 
the mode of combining the above in the melting pot is as follows :—First, take 4 ozs. of 
copper, melting or fusing tt in any ordinary crucible. When fused, add 16 ozs. of block 
tin and loz. of antimony; and when the whole are melted together, pour the compound 
out intoa mould. Then melt in aseparate vessel 128 ozs. of speiter, together with 96 ozs. 
of block tin, and when both are fused, add the above ingot of copper, tin, and antimony, 
and fuse altogether; when properly fused in these proportions, or thereabouts, the alloy 
is complete. The chief features of this alloy are of great durability, and its low tempera- 
ture when under the heating influence of friction. The component parts being 16 lbs. of 
block tin, 18 lbs. of spelter, 8 ozs. of copper, and 2 ozs, of antimony; take the 8 ozs. of 
copper, and add thereto the 2 ozs. of antimony, and fuse them together; then add double 
the quantity of block tin, and when mixed pour out into an ingot mould; then melt the 
18 Ibs, of spelter, and add thereto the remaining portion of the block tin,and when these 
are fased and well mixed, and the ingot previously made thereto. For lining bearings, 
journals, &c., the bearing is to be tinned, in the ordinary method, with block tin and sal- 
ammoniac. The improved lining alloy is then gradually fused, and the bearing heated, 
until it will fuse a solid strip of the alloy. A heated shaft, or mandril, is then

THE GOVERNOR AND COMPANY OF COPPER MINERS 
IN ENGLAND. 

The annual general meeting of the proprietors was held at the London 

Tavern, on Thursday,—Mr. Lewis Harror Hastewoop in the chair. 

Mr. C, Frewer (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, 

and the minutes of the last general and two special meetings (the details of 


| which appeared in the Journal) were confirmed. 


The report of the court of assistants stated that the profits for the year 
ending Jan. 21 last amounted to $932/. 7s. 10d.,and with the undivided portioa of those 
of the previous year leave a balance of 4008/. és. 44. The liabilities are as usual small, 
the assets are good, and the stocks have undergone the customary verification as regards 
quantities, and are valued with due regard to the very depressed condition of the mar- 
kets. When the last report was presented there were good grounds for believing that 
the improvement which had taken place in the company’s several trades would continue, 
bat, unhappily, its duration was very brief, and, as regards the iron trade, was the occa- 
sion of loss instead of gain, {pasmuch 4s it led to a premature general advance in wages, 
which, though found immediately afterwards to be altogether unwarranted by the cir- 
camstances of the trade, had to be borne throughout the principal portion of the year. 
In the tin-plate trade, the good repute of the company’s brands has secured a large and 
continuous demand; but, in consequence of increasing competition, it had been found 
necessary to accept prices which were entirely unremunerative. In copper the trade 
has been most unsettled, and fall after fallin price has not been sufficient to prevent 
occasional stagnation. The b of facturing copper and yellow metal, which 
the company resumed three years since, has been found of the greatest utility, as but 
for that outlet it would have been necessary, at times, either to have accumulated 
large stocks of raw copper, or to have sold at much below cost price. How long such 
an unhealthy state of things will continue it is impossible to foretell, but the evil is one 
which, it would seem, must eventually work its own cure; and, meanwhile, it is com- 
paratively satisfactory to know that the company, not withstanding the difficulties it has 
to contend with, is not only maintaining, but is increasing its capabilities, and that 
without making an inroad upon its capital. All that has been said in former years of 
the improving condition of the works and minerals may at the present time be safely 
reiterated. The foliowing is an extract from a report to the court of ass\stants made by 
the aadit committee upon their return from a late visit to the works: —*“ Upon every suc- 
ceeding visit to Cwm Avon we see fresh indications of Mr, Struvé’s successful efforts 
to increase the efficiency of the works, to diminish the cost of production, and to make 
the workpeople comfortable and contented, and on no previous occasion have we been 
more strack thereby than during the last few days.” The anticipated increase in the 
trade of Port Talbot hascommenced satisfactorily, and p , as itb further 
extended, to be both directly and indirectly beneficial to the company. At the last 
annual general court a committee was appointed for the purpose of ascertaining 
what terms would be fair and equitable for the basis of an arrangement, by which the 
interests of the two classes of proprietors might be made identical. This committee 
came toa unanimous decision, and their report was adopted by a very large majority 
at an extraordinary general court of the company held in July last. In accordance with 
a resolution passed at the extraordinary general court, the court of assistants have taken 
the necessary steps for giving effect to the recommendation contained in the report, and 
a bill, by which the requisite powers are sought to be obtained, now awaits the deci- 
sion of Parliament. 

The report of the auditors (Messrs. Alexander Beattie and W. G. Whatman) stated 
that the price at which the stocks on hand are valued continue very low, in some artl- 
cles showing @ reduction in the low prices taken in the preceding year. All expendi. 
ture for the maintenance and improvement of the works has been borne by revenue ; 
the amount expended during the past year on improvements (chiefly in the collieries, 
tinworks, and new dwellings for workmen) has been 7281/. 1s. In the account of “ pre- 
ference capital expended,” a difference appears of 361/. 83. 6d. less than in last year’s ac- 
count, Thisarises from the receipt of a sum which was due to the company previous 
to its reconstitution underthe Act of 1851, The profit and loss account shows a balance 
of 4008/, 16s. 4d., applicable as dividend, 


The CaatrMan moved that the report be received and adopted, and stated he should 
be happy to answer any questions that shareholders might put.——Mr. GILBERTSON en- 
quired the total costs of the purchase of the freehold property referred to in the report ? 
——The CHAIRMAN sald that, when finished, the total cost of the property and building 
would be between 13,000/. and 14,0007. ——Mr. GILBERTSON enquired whether the subject 
had been submitted to the proprietors, for their sanction or otherwise ?——-The CHaIRMAN 
said that it was a subject which was not required to be submitted to the shareholders, 
as by the company’s Charter the court of assistants had the full power to make such a 
purchase ; and, moreover, it was for the benefit of shareholders the purchase was made, 
——Mr. ALEXANDER BEATTIE idered the p referred to was exceedingly judi- 
cious! and economical, becaused it was believed that sufficient of the buildings could 
be let off to enable the company to have office-rent almost free, ——Mr,. Byass seconded 
the motion for the adoption of the report. 

Upon the proposition of the CuatnMan, seconded by Mr. Harman, Sir Samuel Cunard, 
Bart., was unanimously re-elected deputy-governor; and upon the proposition of the 
CHAIRMAN, seconded by Mr. Suaw, the retiring assistants (Messrs. Alfred Fowler, John 
Harmen, and Sir Macdonald Steph ) were i ly re-elected, 

Upon the proposition of Mr, CorTHoRN, seconded by Mr. Lawnig, the retiring au- 
ditors (Messrs. Alexander Beattie and William Godfrey Whatman) were re-elected. 

Mr. ALEXANDER BEATTIE said it had been his pleasure in former years to propose a 
vote of thanks to their energetic and indefatigable manager, Mr. Gilbertson, while he 
occupied that office. And he (Mr. Beattie) was very glad to find that the court of 
assistants had in the report just submitted brought under the notice of the proprietors the 
exceedingly valuable and efficient services of their present manager, Mr, Struve, for the 
energy and attention with which he discharged the responsible duties of his office. As 
one of the auditors, he (Mr. Beattie) periodically visited the works, which afforded him 
ample opportunities of witnessing the efficient manner in which the whole of the details 
were carried out, He was, therefore, desirous that this meeting should not separate 
without expressing its confidence in Mr, Struvé as their manager, and to accord him 
their best thanks for the manner in which he continued to perform his duties. These 
were days of strikes and lock-outs, and, therefore, in the management of a large body of 
men it was of the greatest consequence that a company like this should have the ad- 
vantage of the judgment and experience of such a man as Mr. Struvé. It was exceed- 
ingly satisfactory to know that their workmen were impressed with theconviction that 
while the shareholders were not realising profils, they (the workmen) could not expect 
to screw up the labour market to @ price which capital could not afford to pay. He 
thought the whole meeting would agree with him in expressing confidence In Mr, Struvé 
as aman of great scientific and practical knowledge, and to thank him for the admirable 
way in which he had performed the duties of his office since he became the inanager of the 
works at Cwm Avon. He conciuded by proposing “ that the thanks of the meeting be 
tendered to Mr, Struvé for the able and efficient manner in which he discharged his 
duties at Cwm Avou, and for the interest he takes in promoting the moral and social wel- 
fare of all employed.——Mr. Laurie had much pleasure in seconding the resolution. 

The CHAIRMAN, in putting it, said that every gentieman on his side of the table fully 
endorsed the expression of opinion conveyed in the resolution, for they had no doabt 
about the very able management of Mr. Stravéat Cwm Avon. He further mentioned 
that Mrs. Struvé personally attended to the schools provided for the children of the em- 
ployees, and as there were more than 1500 children, that was no small nor unimportant 
task.——-The resolution was put, and carried unanimously. 

A PRoPRIETOR enquired the number of dissentient shareholders to the proposal for the 
fusion of the ordinary and preference shares?———-The CHAIRMAN said, although that 
question had been settled at extraordinary general meetings convened for the purpose, 
and, therefore, ought not to be re-opened upon the present occasion, yet he might inform 
the hon. proprietor that about four-fifths of the entire number were in favour of the 
proposal, and of the remaining one-fifth some were neutral, and others dissented. 

The SECRETARY, replying to a question, stated that the one-fifth was held among 
about ten holders. 

Mr. GILBERTSON was about to address the meeting upon the question of fusion of the 
two classes of shares, when Mr, CoRTHORN rose to a point of order, upon the ground 
that the question had been fully discussed and settled at a previous meeting. 

Mr. GILBERT#oN sald that his object was to bring before the proprietors the bill to be 
brought before Parliament, the clauses of which, he believed, were not known to many 
of the shareholders. A copy of the bill, he contended, should have been sent to each 
shareholder before it was piaced before Perliament. He then drew attention toclause 11, 
which, he said, gave the court of assistants an almost unlimited power—a power, he 
thought, that ought not to be exercised without consulting the shareholders. ° 

The SECRETARY, at the request of a shareholder, read the clause referred to, which 
was to the effect thatthe court of assistants should have power to set aside a propor- 
tion of the profits as a reserve fund, to meet contingencies and to equalise dividends. 

The CHAIRMAN thought it was a very proper clause, and in it there was not the least 
power given more than was for the general benefit of the company.

What we want is an engine to put 
us down 50 or,60 fms., to prove the lodes and see where the runs of lead are, and we re- 
quire it now, While there is everything in our prospects to warrant the ereetion of an 
engine at once, there are important facilities for doing so, for we have an excellent quarry 
open on the mine, where, from its appearance, we could get all the stone we want, which, 
as it is easily drawn, and there is scarcely any carriage, would effect a saving of at least 
200. in the building department; besides, in the fine weather that may now be ex- 
pected, we could get on much faster with the work than in winter. The cost of pitwork 
will, of course, be determined by the size, &c.; but when the engine ts set to work the 
labour cost of sinking the shaft will be very little more than it has been in driving the 
adit ends, and the whole cost, including the working of the engine, would probably 
be covered by an additional 50/. per month, exclusive of pitwork, until we get down to 
drive levels. From the present appearance of the ground, we could sink from 30 to 
40 fms. in twelve months after the engine is working ; and having the greatest confi- 
dence of opening up a good mine, we recommend an engine at once. We have not seen

without thesame years of labour the company have had to expend to attain their present 
working condition. Atl who have visited the colilery express but one opinion—that the 
coal is good, and that there is abundance of it, At the present time they can raise 200 tons 
of coal per week, which (if necessary) could be trebled in a few months, and there is no 
doubt that the company possesses here a most valuable property. From the advanced 
state of the bridges and viaducts between Sohagpore and Bhosawul, the railway will, 
probably, be open to the former place in about two years and a-half, Thisis the opinion 
gathered from several engineers on the line.

From Mr. Tuomas Sparco:—Our contributions up to this time have 
been on subjects generally interesting to investors and others connected with mines. 
We purpose in a few communications to enter into some particulars as regards valuable 
mines, and important mining districts, I have, from various motives, abstained from 
pointing out properties of especial interest, but it is now proper to do so, and I shall, in 
my communications, observe the same impartiality and justice that I have observed in 
my various published works on mining statistics. New and little-known districts 
ought to be brought before the mining public by the press, and the columns of your 
Journal are at once the most appropriate and important medium. It is my desire to 
throw as much light as possible around the facts connected with these newly-explored 
regions, as I have endeavoured to do with the statistics of mines better known, It is 
not my intention to dwell upon the particular points of mines—that is done by those 
practical agents who report upon the details of their value from time to time in your 
columns. No doubt those apparently dry details will, in some future age, be referred 
to when the of old bers of the Mining Journal will be regarded as reper- 
tories of knowledge. Neither is it my purpose toimitate those gentlemen whose eclectic 
genius enables them to sift the reports which they receive, aud leave such a residue ag 
they deem unsuitable to publish. Whether the market for metals be in a good condi- 
tion or otherwise, the metallic resources of the country are the same, and the great 
mining interest of the country must continue to advance, I can illustrate this by the 
results of an inspection of comparatively unexplored districts recently visited by me 
and thoroughly examined, One of these districts is the great silver-lead region of 
Montgomeryshire and Cardiganshire, Although it is comparatively unknown, there 
are many features of it which deserve the attention of the mining and investing com- 
munities. The geological character of the region marks it out as a rich field for min- 
ing. To this subject I shall return on some near occasion. Next week I propose to re- 
view the mining districts which I lately visited in Cornwall, Devonshire, Cardiganshire, 
and Montgomeryshire; and I think I shall be able to show that it is for the interest of 
capitalists to turn their attention to such districts, which, so far as mining is concerned, 
may be designated new. The time is extremely favourable for investors. Spring bas 
opened richly upon us, with its searching and inspiring light, and {ts genial and quick- 
ening atmosphere, causing a spring time in the hearts and hopesof men, Money isplen- 
tiful; the rate of interest is iow; gold has accumulated here and on the Continent ia 
the great centres from which accommodation to the mercantile classes may be expected 
to flow. We not only have peace, but the prospect of continued peace, Were it not for 
the terrible civil war in America the temple of Janus would close its portals, and the 
thundercloud of war cast no shadow upon the fairearth. At no period of our history were 
the power and stability of the British empire more universally aknowledged and re- 
spected ; and not only so, bat the power and stability of British commerce has obtained 
universal homage, There is, then,everything to animate the capitalist with the spirit 
of enterprise, and I think I can point out flelds suitable for its prudent and spirited ex- 
ercise. But whatever region of adventure may be noticed, and however rich and pro- 
mising it may be, there are certain principles of procedure which should regulate the 
conduet of capitalists. They should enter upon mining with the purpose of bona fide 
investment. No matter how the prices of shares may be affected by the fluctuations of 
the market, the adventitious incidents of the day, and the recklessness of mere specula- 
tors, they should regard their investment as permanent, expecting results in the pro- 
gressive success of the mine, from which alone legitimate profits can be made, Nopet- 
son acquainted with the mining interest and with the market movements can fall to 
perceive how necessary and how salutary the advice I here offer. Let any sensible man 
whose property is invested in mining undertakings observe for even a short time the 
modus operandi of “ bulls” and “ bears,” and the way stock is rigged opon the markets, 
and he is sure toarrive at my oplnion. Shares are run up far beyond their intrinsic va- 
lue, and for a time the upward movement is sustained by excitement, which is sure 
to be followed by reaction, that nearly always creates @ depression as unreasonable as the 
previous enhancement. But there is an evil connected with these things of serious 
magnitude and certain effect—the course of capital is diverted from the legitimate appli- 
cation of it in the working of the mine to the dangerous game of speculation.

The lode in the 20, driving east from Hallen- 
beagle, is producing good stones of ore, and I hope it will be valuable shortly.

MAUDLIN MINES—SPECIAL REPORT. 


The following special report of Maudlin Mines was made after careful

March 30,—The engine-shaft is sunk 34% fathoms below the 70, and is in the horse of 
ground standing between the two parts of the lode; the part which made the ore at 
the 70 is to the north of the shaft; sinking by nine men.

The works were started under the present management in May last, and 
during the first four months both the mining and the smelting operations 
were greatly retarded by an unusually severe and wet winter. During the last two 
months the weather has been more propitious, and the results may be considered highly 
satisfactory, as establishing beyond any doubt the existence in this colony of a very im- 
portant source of wealth, which at no distant date we may look forward to as adding 
largely to our exports. Since June 20, Messrs. Mort and Co. have sold for the Cadian- 
gullong Copper Mining Company 51 tons 16 cwts. of fine copper, which has netted 
46617. 10s. 6d., an average of over 907. per ton. There isnowin Sydney and on the road 
over 50 tons of fine copper, so that the total quantity smelted since the company started 
is over a handred tons. Thecopper has a high character in the English market, and sells 
at the same price as Burra Burra. There are at present a large number of em- 
ployed at Cadiangullong, and as the mines are opened out the number will be increased, 
and a consequent increased production of copper may be looked for. In addition to the 
large engine at present at work, machinery for crushing and dressing the ore is at once 
to be erected, which will greatly eeconomise the cost of smelting. A large quantity of 
fuel is being collected and carted to the works during the summer months, and it is con- 
fidently believed that nothing will now interfere with the regular supply of copper to the 
market. Five furnaces are now in full work, and the directors have ordered two more 
to be at once erected.— Empire. 

‘“‘CanneL Coat.”—About a century ago the celebrated Duke of Bridge- 
water was the proprietor of a large estate situated at a place called Worsley, 
seven miles from Manchester. This estate contained numberless valuable 
coal seams, easily to be got at, but nevertheless comparatively worthless, 
in consequence of the great expense and difficulty of transporting the coal to market. 
The Duke, being a singularly enterprising individual, determined, if possible, to remedy 
this defect, and by one of those happy coincidences which so frequently reward a praise- 
worthy effort, he found, in the self-instructed genius James Brindley, the very man to 
contrive the means for securing the desired end. Suffice it to say that Brindley con- 
structed an excellent profit-paying canal between Liverpool, Manchester, Worsley, and 
the Great Wigan district. This canal appears to have been finished about the year 1766, 
and store-houses were built at various points at its course, where the Duke’s coal wag 
deposited, for the purpose of supplying the immediate neighbourhood. Atthis time the 
word “ kennel” or “ kannel” was generally employed in Lancashire and Cheshire to de- 
signate an artificial watercourse; and even Brindley himself, in some of his letters, 
speaks of the new undertaking as “ the Duke’s kennel.” It is not, therefore, surprising 
that the Duke’s coal should have received the name of “kennel coal,” being, so to say, 
kennel borne; and this name would be peculiarly applicable at Liverpool, where sea- 
borne coal from Whitehaven, in Camberland, had long been in use, and was, moreover, 
an article differing in many of its qualities fromthe Dake’s coal, That this is the true 
origin of the name now applied to this kind of coal is further established by the fact 
that the eminent geologist Werner, who visited the coal districts of England not long 
after he above period, has adopted the very word, and in speaking of the Wigan coal 
calls it “kennelkobie.” This word has indeed been lately written “cannel” in this 
country, and some ingenious persons, finding themselves quite at a loss to discover the 
source of such a name, have come to the conclusion that its derived from the word “ candle.” 
and to support this they have asserted that slips of this kind of coal will burn likea 


candle ; an assertion which we need hardly altogether fabulous.—. "6

Remarxs,-—The Metal Market during the past week has not shown 
any marked change from the position it has maintained for some weeks 
past, and we have still to record that much less business is being done 
than is satisfactory to those parties principally concerned in the metal 
trade. We trust that the resolution come to by the ironmasters at their 
meeting, at Wolverhampton, to re-open their works in South Stafford- 
shire will have the effect of putting an end to the unfortunate state of 
affairs which has been prevailing there, and that the men will now see the 
propriety and advantage of returning to their work at once. This will 
give an impetus to the iron trade, which has been at a standstill for some 
time, and cause a little more activity to prevail in the market. Orders 
from India still continue to come in but slowly, and generally orders from 
abroad are by no means so numerous as could be wished, still we trust that 
with so easy a money market as is now rulifg, and the facilities which are 
thus afforded for entering into commercial operations, we shall see a better 
state of things arising ere long, although we fear that some time must 
elapse before we shall have the metal market in a very flourishing condition. 

Correr.—The market is rather flatter than it was last week, and the 
demand is only moderate; manufactured can now be bought at 947. to 951, 

Inon.—A special meeting of the ironmasters of North and South Staf- 
fordshire and Derbyshire was held at Wolverhampton, on Wednesday, to 
consider the steps to be take relative to the Lock-out. ‘The Chairman 
(Mr. W. O. Foster) announced that the North Staffordshire masters had 
come to the conclusion that their purpose would be no longer served by a 
continuance of the lock-out, and that seeing that so much suffering was 
being entailed upon innocent persons, they were willing that it should be 
withdrawn, especially after the course which had been taken by the mas- 
ters in the North of England. He would, however, state that it was the 
opinion of the committee that the North Staffordshire masters ought to 
be upheld by the masters of the South; at the same time, there was an 
opinion prevailing, both in and out of the committee, that the course 
which the masters in the North had taken made it no longer incumbent 
upon the masters of South Staffordshire to abide by a contract which one 
party to it had}broken. ‘The following resolution was unanimously agreed 
to:—‘* That the ironmasters of North Staffordshire having, by their trade 
resolution of April 3, released this district from the undertaking entered 
into with them on Feb. 16, and believing the assurance given by the men 
of South Staffordshire that they disapprove of the conduct of the North 
Staffordshire men, and that they will not assist them, directly or indirectly, 
during the continuance of the present strike; it is hereby resolved that the 
works in South Staflordshire be re-opened this 5th day of April.” Although 
the men have not yet decided to return to work, there is not mach doubt 
that they will generally begin next week, after a little parlying on the part 
of those who are now the least anxious to begin. In Welsh the ironworks 
continue well employed, and there are more orders on the books than has 
been the case for some time. The upward tendency of prices has been 
checked by the resolation of the North of England ironmasters to recom- 
mence operations; and buyers are holding out to the utmost rather than 
submit to the advanced quotations. It is generally agreed that when once 
the lock-out is at an end the trade will immediately return to its usual 
state, with the exception that makers will have the benefit of having cleared 
away their stocks. For the week ending March 30 the exports were 1257 
tons. In Swedish iron prices still remain firm, In Scotch pig-iron the 
market has been more than usually animated during the week. Consi- 
derable transactions have taken place, and prices have still further ad- 
vanced. At the commencement of the week prices stood at 52s, 14d. to 
52s, 8d. cash, and 52s. 44d. to 52s, 6d. one month, but advanced to 
52s, 10}d. cash, and afterwards to 53s. cash; after which, however, the 
market became flatter, and prices fell to 52s. 9d. cash and 53s. one month, 
and at the last advices had farther declined to_52s, 6d. cash, and 52s, 9d, 
one month. 

Leap continues rather inanimate, and without any change whatever in

Tue Tin Trape.—A larger business has been done in this metal than 
for some time past; but in the face of an excellent demand, both for con- 
sumption and export, the prices have fallen fully 27. per ton. At one 
time, indeed, the decline threatened to become serious, but the steady buy- 
ing of important parcels stopped the fall, and prices have recovered 20s. 
again from their lowest point. The actual position of the article remains 
unchanged from last month, as the supplies advised fully equal the large consumption, 
as shown by the deliveries; but the opinion is more general that, the present price 
being low, the article is becoming worthy of attention for investment. We must not, 
however, forget that we cannot tell where the bottom is, nor is it certain we have 
touched it yet, that the excess in stock, both here and in Holland, must cause any im- 
provement to be very gradual, and that prices in Penang and Singapore, drooping as 
they are, seem to have no effect in stopping the shipments home, In fact that they are 
only limited by want of ship-room. The arrivals of Banca during March into Holland 
have been large, while the deliveries have been of an average character; already over 
150,000 slabs have arrived towards the next sale, which promises to be larger than 
usual. At present, in the face of these facts, Banca is kept up about 10/. above the price 
of Straits tin; the result is that Straits is steadily filling the place of Banca, and will 
continue to do so more and more, as a certainty,so long as the difference in price so 
much exceeds the difference in value. It is difficult to obtain reports that we can trast 
regarding the production of English; but as the demand must have been checked by the 
relative high prices, we should think the stock in Cornwall bas been accumulating in 
smelters’ hands, and that any increased demand would be supplied without any difi- 
culty.

Considering that our coal exports declined to 1,069,740 
tons in the first two months of this year, as compared with 1,176,445 tons 
in the corresponding period of 1864, and 974,309 tons in the correspond- 
ing period of 1868, the French generally appear to be very persevering 
consumers of our coal, notwithstanding the efforts made by certain parties 
to draw their supplies altogether from the French soil. With the excep- 
tion of Prussia, Holland, Brazil, and British India, our coal exports show 
thus far this year a general decline. The French take, it will be observed, 
more than one-fifth of the whole quantity of British coal exported. The 
value of the English coal sent to I’rance in the two months ending Febru- 
ary 28 was 105,433/., as compared with 102,924/, in the corresponding 
period of 1864, and 81,269/. in the corresponding period of 1863.

Improvep TRAVELLING Crane.—Mr. T. B, Burnett, of Mount Vernon, 
New York, has invented an improved travelling crane, very simple in con- 
struction, and of great value, from the facility with which goods can be 
removed by it from one place to another, without dropping or depositing the load. The 
gearing by which the weights are raised is similar to that on ordinary cranes, and the 
hoisting chain is led up over a boom, which is jointed at the bottom, so that it can be 
raised or lowered. The rigging is composed of heavy iron bars, and there is a counter- 
balance-box behind the crane. When the crane has been loaded, and is ready to be 
transferred from the point where it is at work, the lab apply th ives to han- 
dies which act on gearing below the platform on the front axle. By means of a small 
pinion meshing into this gear, they are enabled to remove any weight that can be raised 
by the crane to any point on the track.

the above abstract, and Lord Kinnarrp has given such an explanation of | 


the objects of the several provisions, which might at first sight appear to 
be unnecessary as applied to metalliferous mines, that he has afforded the 
fullest opportunity to those opposed to the measure to bring forward the 
most forcible arguments at their disposal against its enactment. Passing 
over the Preamble and Interpretation Clause, his Lordship has felt that the 
first question likely to arise with reference to the Bill is upon the first 
General Rule, it being necessary to decide what an adequate amount of ven- 
tilation is. But the difficulty upon this point disappears when it is con- 
sidered that the decision will rest with practical miners, and that, owing 
to the absence of explosive gases in metalliferous mines, the trouble of 
complying with the requirements of the rales is materially lessened. Again,

every corner of the kingdom, it will be generally regarded as an advantage 
to be enabled to inspect authenticated plans and sections at a public office 
in London. 

But whilst his Lordship has taken especial care to ensure, as far as prac- 
ticable, the judicious and proper working of the mines, and thus given am- 
ple evidence that the health and welfare of the working miner has been 
his great consideration, he has certainly endeavoured to make such ar- 
rangements as shall be conducive not only to the health and safety of the 
miner, but also to the benefit of the mine adventurer or capitalist engaged 
in working the property; and it is much to be hoped that the result will 
be satisfactory, and that the sole object of the Act is to place mining en- 
terprise upon a firmer basis, and to protect those engaged in it, is obvious, 
from the fact that even the penalties inflicted by the Act are to be applied 
for the miners’ benefit. The thirtieth clause, enacting thac all penalties 
and moneys recovered under the Act are to be banked to the Board, and 
may be applied in sach manner as the Board may think best for the esta- 
blishment or encouragement of societies for the benefit of miners acting 
under the law for the time being in force with respect to Friendly Socie- 
ties, will alone afford a great inducement to all to see that the provisions 
of the Act are complied with, since apart from the feeling that its opera- 
tion must be productive of increased safety, there will be the additional 
knowledge that every penalty recovered will add something to the fund for 
the benefit of miners unfortunately disabled. We trust that if the Bill be- 
comes law the anticipations of Lord Kinyarrp as to its working will be 
fulfilled; and, as his Lordship is most desirous that the provisions of the 
Bill should be thoroughly considered and discussed by all interested before 
it is enacted, we shall be glad to give publicity to the views of all our rea- 
ders who are practically acquainted with mining upon its various clauses, 
whether they may consider them desirable or otherwise. 


Weare since informed that his Lordship intends in Committee to omit 
the sixteenth clause as unnecessary; and his Lordship states, that *‘ If the 
Bill passes, and the Board is composed, as he has no doubt it would be, of 
practical men well acquainted with the subject, the circumstance of every 
mine would be fully considered with reference to the practicability of car- 
rying out in each case the recommendations in the Report, and the result 
would be the general adoption of animproved system of working. Although, 
as will be seen, he is opposed to the system of inspection, as provided in 
the Colliery Act, yet the power of sending qualified persons to inspect and 
report must be reserved to the Board—the extent of inspection rendered 
necessary depending on the agents themseives.’’ 








OFFICIAL SUPERVISION OF METALLIFEROUS MINES. 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ] 


There does not exist in these islands any class of men more worthy of 
every consideration than the Metalliferous Miners. ‘They are, as a body, in- 
dustrious and honest; they make good husbands, are fond fathers, and, 
where the circumstances admit of it, they become most faithful servants, 
These men are trained to toil from their early youth, and unwearyingly 
they continue to labour to their latest day. Unhappily, that day is not 
marked by age—while yet young the miner perishes, in the very prime of 
manhood, Death sets his seal upon his brow. 

The evidences of the truth of this are cumulative, and from the facts given 
by Pryce and others, more than a century since, down to the recently-pub- 
lished Report of the Royal Commission, there is gathered together a mass 
of proofs, showing that there is something inimical to life in the labours of 
a miner. No one will attempt to deny the broad fact, that our metallifer- 
ous miners suffer from diseases which are produced in the mine. That 
miners, in some districts, live to an old age is but the exception proving 
the rule. It, therefore, becomes a question—pressed upon our serious con- 
sideration by every Christian principle, and by every human duty—whe- 
ther or no this sad state of things can be removed, or even ameliorated. 
We shall not stop now to discuss whether the miner is the most injured 
by climbing on perpendicular ladders from great depths, or by working in 
a deteriorated atmosphere. There can be no doubt but both tend to hurry 
on the mischief which one of them, or one of several other causes, origi- 
nated. The question which comes boldly before us is, in the first place, 
Have we done all that we ought to have done to preserve the lives of 
those men, who add enormously to our national wealth by their labours 
in the recesses of the earth? The answer to this will be given in various 
phrases, accordingly as men are acquainted with one or another condition 
of mining. But we are assured that every thinking man will admit that 
more might have been done, than has been done, and acknowledge that it 
is our duty to look carefully into the matter, now that it has been brought 
more prominently before us on the authority of a Royal Commission. 

It will, we believe, be admitted that—1. Ina large number of mines less 
attention has been given to the state of the air than is required, under all 
the difficulties, of extending the subterranean works.—2. That the men 
might be relieved from the severe toil of climbing by many mechanical ap- 
pliances.—3. That in all mines there should be a well-arranged drying- 
house, in which the miners might shift, without being exposed to all the 
variations of an unsettled climate, in an exposed position.—4. That acci- 
dents do occur from carelessness, sometimes on the part of the managers, 
sometimes of the men themselves.—5. That there is a want, in numerous 
mines, of good systems of rules, by which all shall be bound, and the breach 
of which shall be in some way punishable. 

Carelessness is, unfortunately, common to humanity. By custom we 
naturally grow careless; and it is only when awakened by some shock that 
we discover where our neglect has been. Seeing that it is in nature to grow 
familiar with those things which are constantly occurring before our eyes, 
and that hence we become, to a great degree, blind to existing evils, be- 
cause they are common; what can we do to protect ourselves, and others 
from these failings of our common nature? There appears to be but one 
means of dealing with them. When attention has been awakened, as it 
has been, to the diseases of miners, to examine with all care the causes 
which Have, directly or indirectly, been instramental in producing the evils. 





Then, having as far as possible, determined these causes, to make such re- 


| this might be arranged for a mine, or for a group of mines, in any given 


district, by an arrangement between owners, managers, and men. But, 
except by the force of good example, how are the advantages of such an 
arrangement to be extended over a county, or made active over a country? 
After a most careful examination of the subject in all its bearings, we are 
disposed to believe, that judicious legislation is the only way by which we 
can hope to gain the desired end. Englishmen do not admire the inter- 
ference of the Government in those matters which they are in the habit 
of regarding as private,—that is, they are disposed to believe that the re- 
gulations of works of all kinds, which are conducted by an individual, or by 
a company, acting as an individual, are best left to private hands. In many 
cases it is so; but in many others the circumstances are such, that the ex- 
perience of years has proved the necessity of some controlling, independent 
power, beyond the influence of those conditions which sway the indivi- 
dual. Hence it is that a nevessity for Factory Inspection arose, that a 
large measure of Colliery Inspection has been carried out, and that some 
Legislation for Metalliferous Mines is thought, by many, to be necessary. 

The first symptoms of this was the appointment of a Royal Commission 
to enquire into the condition of those who worked in our metal mines. 
That Commission has examined all the mining districts of England and 
Wales, and the report which they have given, says, there are evils existing 
which may be remedied, consequently, after submitting several recom- 
mendations to Her Mavesry’s ‘‘most gracious consideration,” as the 
Commissioners have done, we could expect no other than to find those 
“resolutions and recommendations” taking the form of a bill, for the ap- 
proval of our legislators in Parliament assembled. Lord Kinnairp, the 
Chairman of the Mines Commission, has brought a bill embodying many, 
not all, of those recommendations, before the House of Lords. We are 
bound to admit that nothing could be more judicious than the temperate 
manner in which Lord Kiynarrp introduced this measure. The bill, as 
it stands, has evidently been well considered, and the introducer has clearly 
learnt, that more is to be done with the miner, by conciliatory advice, than 
by irritating enactments. For the present we leave the subject, for the 
careful consideration of all concerned. It will be our duty to express our 
opinions upon each clause of this bill. Some of the clauses have our ap- 
proval, but there are others which we do not think can be applied to the 
workings of a metal mine. We are convinced that Lord Kinnarep is ac- 
tuated by the noblest motives, and that his desire is to remove the suffering 
which he has witnessed from amongst a worthy class of men. We are 
also assured, that his Lordship hopes to see this effected with the least pos- 
sible inconvenience to the mine owners, adventurers, or managers; and 
from all, as we judge by his speech before the Peers, he courts assistance 
in giving force to this measure. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Aprit 6.—Tue Lock-out 1s Now over. The North Staffordshire 
puddlers having unanimously refused to accede to Lord Lichfield’s most 
fair proposal for arbitration, and the lock-out having ceased in the North 
of England, the North Staffordshire ironmasters released those of South 
Staffordshire from their engagement; and, at a meeting of the ironmasters 
of South Staffordshire at Wolverhampton, yesterday, it was decided to 
re-open the works in that district, the Brierley Hill executive having 
given a promise not to support the North Staffordshire puddlers, whose 
masters are, it is believed, prepared to resist the demand to the utmost. 
Operations have already been resumed at some of the works, but most 
will not be ready to start before Monday. The demand for iron is dull, 
and after present orders are worked up it seems probable that only about 
two-thirds time will be made. The advances in wages and prices which 
began at the end of 1863 were owing to the demand for the United States, 
which sprung up for a few months, but which has now almost entirely 
ceased, and the trade generally is in a depressed condition. It is to be 
hoped that the relations of masters and men will now be placed on a better 
footing than they have been of late now that, so far as South Staffordshire 
is concerned, the struggle is over. 


The following letter, which has been officially forwarded to us for pub- 
lication, is of great importance, as showing the facts about the remunera- 
tion of the ‘‘poor puddlers” as they have been called: — 


PUDDLERS’ STRIKE IN NORTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL 


Srz,—The following is a statement of the wages earned by those men on 
strike who have appeared personally before the public to complain of their 
wages, or to ask contributions to enable them to uphold the strike. The 
rate stated is that which has ruled during the past year, when prices for 
puddling were 10s. 6d. per ton common iron, and 11s. 6d. doubling; and 
it shows that at the proposed reduction for puddling to 9s. 6d. per ton 
common iron, and 10s. 6d. doubling iron, an average puddler can easily 
earn for himself from 9s. to 10s. per turn or day, and a shingler or ball- 
furnace man from 16s. to 18s. per turn. We believe that such a high rate 
of wages does not exist in any other trade. The labour a puddler has to 
do is much lighter than formerly. It is not an unhealthy occupation, and 
a puddler does not actually work himself more than five hours in each 
turn or day, although, of course, the turn or day extends over a greater 
length of time than that. It seems to us desirable that the public should 
be correctly informed upon these points, with which view we shall feel 
obliged by the insertion of this statement.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Aprit 6.—As the Lock-out is now virtually at an end in South Staf- 
fordshire and the North of England, — are beginning to show more 
reluctance in giving out specifications, thinking, no doubt, that they will 
ultimately be able to place them at lower prices. The makers of th 
Wales continue well off for orders, and there is a tolerably good demand 
for both rails and bars. Quotations remain without alteration, and although 
the market has not not been quite so firm during the last few days, yet 
there has been no giving way in prices. The quarterly meeting of the 
Tin-Plate Association was held on Wednesday. ‘The charcoal trade was 
represented to be dull, while coke plates command a moderate sale at the 
low prices which prevail. There is no change to report in the coal trade. 

The opening of the Gellia-Cadoxton Colliery, on Saturday, was made 
the occasion of a general rejoicing in the neighbourhood: 300 tons of coal 
left the colliery on that day for Swansea for Messrs. G. E. Bird and Co., 
who have purchased a consignment of 5000 tons. The coal is worked by 
level, and im a few months the spirited proprietors will be able to bring 
up their daily output to from 700 to 800 tons, Qn Saturday afternoon a 
party of gentlemen dined together at Court Herbert, the residence of Mr. 
John Thomas, one of the proprietors. Mr. Howell Gwyn occupied the 
chair; and Mr. Moore, of Lonlas, another proprietor, the vice-chair. ‘ Suc- 
cess to the Gellia-Cadoxton Colliery” was drunk with enthusiasm, andthe 
toast was responded to by Mr. Thomas and Mr. Moore. The two pro- 
prietors stated that Mr. J.T. D. Llewellyn, Lord Dynevor, and the other 
owners of the soil, had met them in the most libera! manner, and had always 
given them every reasonable encouragement in their enterprise. 

It is satisfactory to report that the strike at the Neath Abbey Collieries 
is at an end, the men having resumed work on their e terme. 
The colliers at Nant-y-Glo have also continued with the , although 





they had given notice to leave in consequence of a dispute about wages. 
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Mr. Bailey; however, positively refased to grant an advance, and the men

A case of some importance to colliery proprietors and ironmasters was 
heard at the last Tredegar County Court, before Judge Herbert.

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Avrit 6.—Now that the Lock -out has happily terminated the ironworks 
of the district are being prosecuted with increased vigour, and it certainly 
is a most pleasant circumstance that an excellent feeling prevails through- 
out the works between the men and the masters. ‘The correspondence 
which has taken place between the parties consequent on the lock-out, so 
far from causing any ill-will, has had quite a contrary effect; they have, 
indeed, become better acquainted, and mutual respect has been the result. 
It is hoped that this state of things will long continue, as the interests of 
the parties are most certainly identical, Generally speaking, the collieries 
and principal works of the district are well employed, and are proceed- 
ing satisfactorily for all parties, the owners making good profits, and the 
men earning better wages, than at any former period; still the feverish 
state of the labour market is shown by the frequent strikes on a small scale 
which take place. ‘The great demand for men is, no doubt, the main cause 
of this, but it is much to be regretted that the men do strike without ade- 
quate cause, in many cases, when any little misunderstanding takes place, 
hose disputes could, in most instances, be better adjusted if the men were 
more cool and cautious about commencing to strike. At present a par- 
tial strike of the hands has taken place at the extensive chemical works of 
Messrs. Allhusen, and a strike has taken place at the Spring Gardens 
Engine-works, in Newcastle. 

The extensive chemical works at Hebburn, now in course of constrac- 
tion for a Glasgow firm, are far advanced, and a portion of them will 
shortly be completed. ‘The Tyne is at present a very busy scene, but it 
is destined to be vastly increased in trade and manufacture, and the open- 
ing of the coal pits included in the scheme of the Tyne Coal Company 
will not only increase the trade of the port, but tend materially to encou- 
rage the various manufactures on the banks of the river, As we noticed 
last week, the Tyne Coal Company is beginning to move; the pit to be 
sunk at Wallsend for the purpose of pumping the high main water is to be 
commenced with immediately. ‘The shaft is to be 16 ft, in diameter, and 
large pumps are to be put into it for the purpose of lifting the water, 
Tenders are being got for the mason work necessary for the engines re- 
quired. The engines, it is understood, are to be of the most improved 
construction, and are to be manufactured by an eminent Scotch engineer 
and engine-builder, 


Tue Prosrects or IRonworKERS IN AmertcA.—A Durham miner, 
John Watson, formerly of Wreckenton, bas been out in Jefferson county, 
Ohio, eight years. Watson, writing from America, and addressing the 
working men of the North, says:— 

“ Employers and capitalists, and others interested in getting cheap labour, have sent 
agents aud commissioners among you, who by advertisements in newspapers and pubil- 
cations, would make the English miner and English working man believe that America 
is at the present time little short of a terrestrial paradise; that here, if the millennuim 
bas not already arrived, it certainly is closeat hand. Now, the motive of employers and 
capitalists in sending agents among you Is plain, It is to overstock the labour market, 
and thereby reduce wages, They may tell you that we are making very high wages, 
which some of us may do, but they do not tell you that all things we have to buy are 
high also. 1 worked over twenty years in the coal mines of Durham and Northumber- 
land; therefore f am well acquainted with all the evils you have to contend with. I 
have worked eight years in the coal mines of this country, so I think I mayclaim to be 
able to jadge of a miner’s life here and in England. In England you have a house and 
fuel for next to nothing—about 13s, a-year; you have medical attendance gratis incase 
of accidents, and at some places 5s. per week; you have besides, what no amount of 
money can buy, your friends and relations living about you, and very likely you have a 
snug little reading-room where you can spend your leisure hours pleasantly and profit- 
ably. On the other hand, here I have paid the last year over $90 for house-rent, and 
about $40 for coal; here is no medical attendance, except you pay for it; here is nosmart 
money, here are no reading-rooms where you might pass away an hour if you had it to 
spare, which you might not after you have worked twelve or fourteen hours a day, if 
you are so lucky as to get work.” 





REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE, 


Aprit 6.—The great struggle between capital and labour has termi- 
nated, and to-day the ironworks, which were closed in obedience to the 
resolution of Feb. 16, are re-opened. The course which the North of 
England masters have taken has caused much displeasure to those in 
these counties who kept their works closed, and the Wolverhampton re- 
solution of yesterday has been received as nothing less than a measure of 
justice. During the Lock-out business has been chiefly done in old stocks, 
which have been pretty generally lessened. ‘The rates are firmly main- 
tained, and no alteration is anticipated during the nextthree months. It 
was intended to reduce the production of pig-iron in the Middlesbro’ dis- 
trict, partly on account of the strike, but its terminatron will now render 
that step unnecessary. 

The Cleveland Iron Company, whose works are situate at Whitby, have 
recently commenced to work a vein of ironstone 9 ft. thick, of an excellent 
quality, and rns an average yield of 35 per cent. ‘I'he orders for 
rails and railway springs continue to be large, not only for home con- 
sumption, but also for export. In the heavy armour-plate trade the or- 
ders are of less extent than formed, but there is a large increase in the 
demand for iron shipbuilding. ‘Throughout the whole of the iron- making 
districts of these countriés there appears a settled determination amongst the 
men not to support the North Staffordshire iron-workers, and it is pro- 
bable that the struggle will not be without its effect. 

The Coal Trade has continued tolerably active during the strike, and 
now that is ended no doubt there will be an improvement. Some of the 
railway companies are exceedingly short of rolling stock, and the coal- 
masters are, as a consequence, greatly inconvenienced. Complaints are 
made as to the detention of many laden trucks on the South Yorkshire 
siding at Doncaster. In Lancashire the trade is improving, consequent 
upon the bettered condition of the cotton trade. Many old mills have 
been re-opened, and it is confidedtly believed that the price of the raw 
cotton will be considerably lower. The district is assuming a more healthy appear- 
ance, and several of the relief committees’ reports fully bear out this fact. The Derby- 
shire hard coal is in great demand, and is now successfully competing with the Welsh 
steam coal, the railway companies having met the coalowners in a liberal spirit with 
regard to transit. The production of coal in Derbyshire, which has been going on in- 
creasing at an enormous rate of late years, is likely to be farther augmented during the

Suerrietp.—We stated last week that there was every probability of 
Lock-out here in the iron trade terminating at once, in consequenee of 
the arrangement come to in the North of England. ‘The expectation has 
been realised. On Saturday last the masters issued a notice that their 
works would be re-opened on Monday, and they were opened accordingly, 
the men agreeing not to support the strike in North Staffordshire. Some 
of the Staffordshire masters complain that the Northern masters have broken the com- 
pact upon which the lock-out was based. But for the arrangement come to in the North 
the Sheffield masters were prepared to have adhered to the compact until formally 
released. Sheffield being, however, more closely connected with the North than with 
Staffordshire, from the fact of the men belonging to the northern branch of the National 
Association, it was felt that the decision come to in the North scarcely left the Shef- 
field masters and men acholce, It is held, moreover, that the lock-out has in the main 
accomplished the object for which it was agreed upon. It was based upon the fact that 
the North Staffordshire men had “ struck ” with the connivance, and were receiving the 


| support of, the entire association of workmen ; and that the object of the strike was not 


merely to resist the reduction in North Staffordshire, but to defeat it in all the other dis- 
tricts by a succession of strikes. This important object the lock-out has, it is said, effec- 
tually defeated, leaving the North Staffordshire men to rely upon such assistance as they 
ean obtain from other trades. It is added that, had the North Staffordshire strike been 
disavowed and discountenanced by the iron workers of other districts in the first in- 
stance, the lock-out would never have taken place, and, therefore, that there is good 
reason for discontinuing it now. If the strike receives no more cordial support irom 
other towns than it is likely to receive from Sheffield it cannot long continue. The 
Sheffleld Trades’ delegates, indeed, passed resolutions tosupport the men locked out 
here, but the iron-workers complain that, even while the lock-out here lasted, they 
took no practical steps to afford assistance. The fact is that the Sheffleld Trades’ Socie- 
ties have looked on rather coidly from the first, many altogether disapproving of the 
course taken by the lron-workers ; and it is now asserted that they will not move further 
in the matter, since the lock-out here has ended, the more especially as trade here is ge- 
nerally depressed, and many of the Unions have a considerable number of members “ on 
the box.” The steel trade here does not improve; and, but for the railway orders, 
the heavy trades generally would be flat. ‘The cutlery, plated ware, and other oid 
staple branches are also langaid, and complaints are numerous of the difficalty of ob- 
taining payment of accounts, especially from home customers. The arrangement which 
we mentioned last week has been come to by Mr. Cammell and his co-directors for sub-

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


Some little business has been done in pig at St. Dizier. As regards 
charcoal-made pig, we may note that a lot at 4/. 9s. 8d. has been dealt in 
on the St. Dizier market. <A blast-furnace of the Haute-Blaize has also 
succeeded in obtaining the same price. ‘Two lots of mixed pig—the greater 
part coke—have been placed at an average price of 3/7, 16s. per ton. Rolled 
iron has been dealt in without change at 8/. 12s, to 8/, 16s. per ton, ac- 
cording to works and orders; special irons, 8/. 16s. per ton, with a scale of 4s. to 8s. per 
ton per class; and sheets (first cstegory), 9/. 48. to 9/. 8s. per ton, first-class, with a 
scale of 83. to 163. per ton, according to categories. Machine No. 20 maintains its price 
firmly at 9/. to 9/, 6s. 6d. per ton. Iron wire has some orders; No. 20 is quoted easily 
at 11/, 4s, per ton, A letter from Besancon states: —* The improvement of 8s. per ton 
established on pig of the Franche-Comté at the last quarterly meeting of forgemasters 
has since been maintained. The demand, without having become active, has main- 
tained a good appearance; and it is especially remarked that some establishments press 
producers to forward the quantities purchased at the Besancon fair. This state of af- 
fairs indicates wants of raw material, and by consequence orders to be satisfied. On the 
other hand, the appearance of the water-courses, which form the motive power of the 
great majority of the works of the Franche-Comté, assures them at present, and for two 
or three months to come, a satisfactory activity. These circumstances, taken together, 
would constitute a rather encouraging cluster of facts, if the question of the sale prices of 
iron and plates did not cast a rather decided shadow on the scene. Not only is there 
no hope of seeing these prices experience the least revival, but, on the contrary, it must 
be stated that for more than a month they have displayed a fresh tendency to fall, and 
especially as regards some articles, the sale of which is effected more especially on the 
Paris market. A certain number of charcoal-worked forges in the Franche-Comté group 
produce—and that in quantities which, taken together, forma rather important total 
(800 to 1000 tons per month)—the thin superior plates which find an outlet among 
Parisian industries, In December, this outlet experienced a decided check, which 
culminated in February in an almost complete stoppage of. affairs. In seeking for the 
causes of this state of affairs it is found that the consumption has not diminished, but 
that during the last three months an English importation has been substituted for the 
French article by one or more speculators or iron merchants of the Paris market, In 
order to contend against this competition the forgemasters of the Franche-Comté district 
have been obliged to make a reduction of 2/, per ton on their products, It is to be hoped 
that the abuse of the warrant system will cause it to be stopped, as it involves the gravest 
perturbations in metallurgical industry. The fall in price of certain kinds of plates, 
&c., has acted in an unfortunate manner on the sale generally of certain products of this 
group. Forged irons, which sold in December and January at 16/. 16s. to 17/. 12s, per 
ton are now only quoted at 16/, 8s. to 171. 4s., rolled making 16s. to 1/, 12s, more, ac- 
cording to specimens, As regards the price of plates, it has fallen to 24/. per ton; and 
in any affair of importance business would even be done at slightly lower terms. If we 
wish to have an idea of the importance which metallurgical industry can give to a 
district, we have ouly to read the following lines from the Journal de Saone-et-Loire, 
on the subject of the growth of population at Creuzot:—** Creuzot comprised in 1836 
about 2700 inhabitants; in 1861 this population bad grown to 16,000 souls, A fresh 
special census has just shown an aggregate of 22,398 persons. This commune, formerly 
of such little importance, has now become the most populous locality of the Sadne-et- 
Loire; 43 departments in France do not contain s9 populoasatown. This growth of 
human life is the work of industry, as Creuzot is only a vast workshop, placed in a siu- 
gle hand. It isin the movement which industrial genius imp on thei t 
development of a gigantic production that the whoie activity of this population of 
22,000 inhabitants rests. In fact, the life of the fundholder and the agriculturist does 
not exist at Creuzot. Commercial habits have only taken root in the interest of local con- 
sumption, and none of the institutions are to be found which usually characterise towns.” 

Among the dividends announced we may mention a distribution of 3/. 
per share for 1864 on the shares of the Sacr¢-Madame Colliery Company 
at Dampremy. The dividend of the Charbonnage du Bois Company (at 
Quaregnon), for the second half of 1864, has been fixed at 4s. per share. 
The total revenue of the Monceau Blast-furnaces Company for 1864 is fixed at 2/. 4s. per 
share, or 11 per cent. Of thissum, 17. has been already paid on account, and the balance 
of 1, 4s. per share became payable April 1, The dividend of the United Collieries Com- 
pany, at Quaregnon, for 1864, is fixed at 8s, per share. The second dividend of the Bel- 
gian Centra! Pablic Works and Railway Plant Company, for the exercise 1863-4, is fixed 
at 8s. per share. 

Rather more firmness continues to be remarked on the Belgian markets, 
in consequence of the disorders prevailing in several English groups. Some 
orders have even arrived from England; this is the first effect of these 
troubles, At Charleroi, tender refining pig has been quoted at 2/. 12s. 
per ton; mixed pig, at 3/. to 3/. 2s.; and hard pig at 3/, 63. to 3/. 8s, per ton. Casting 
pig, No. 5, is held at 3/7. 14s. per ton, with a scale of 2s. per number. First-class rolled 
irons make 6/. 8s. for No. 1; 7/. for No, 2; 71. 12s. for No. 3; and 8/. 4s. for No, 4. 
Double T-irons, of ordinary dimensions, have made 6/. 16s,; second class, 8/.; third 
class, 10/.; and fourth class, 11/, 4s, Piates for ships have made 9/. 4s.; the quality 
used for boilers, 10/.; superior qualities, 10/, 16s.; and extra plates of flae-grained iron, 
121. 16s. per ton.

NOVEL APPLICATION OF WATER-POWER. 

A rotary engine which, if it should utilise the percentage of power claimed 
for it by the gentleman who designed it, Mr. C. H. L. Fitzwilliams, is likely 
to be very largely adopted where small power is occasionally required, was 
described at a recent meeting of the Institute of Engineers in Scotland. It 
is observed that in places where a constant supply of water at a high pressure can be 
easily obtained, as is the case in most large towns, sma!! water-engines for driving light 
machinery not constantly in use can be more advantageously used than smali steam- 
engines to perform the same work. It appears that some three years since Prof. Weber, 
of Gittingen, mentioned in one of his lectures that a new sort of air-pump had been in- 
vented by Mr. Repsold, of Hambarg, and was used by him to discover leaks in the town 
gas-piping. Webder made a rough sketch of the machine, and explained its theory, show- 
ing that the volume of air passing through the pump during every part of the revolution 
was constant. This led Mr. Fitzwilliams to think that the machine would make a good 
water-engine, as it would have no dead points,and the pressure would be constant at all 
parts of the revolution ; by experiment he found that his supposition was quite correct. 

Practically, the engine may be regarded as two drums united to form one large cylin- 
der, within which there work two pistons, each formed by uniting the balves of cylin- 
ders of different diameters, and easing down the asperities. Each piston rotates upon a 
shait, which passes through the centre of the drum to which it belongs. As the larger 
half of the piston fits the interior of its dram, and as the pistons are connected by toothed 
wheels outside the cylinder, so that the large sides shall always be parallel to each 
other, it will be obvious that in each drum a water channel is alternately formed and 
closed between the piston and the side of the cylinder, the pressure of water in the supply- 
pipe acting upon the portion of the piston which connects the peripheries of the two 
halves. Mr. Fitzwilliams considers that if the fall is not more than 30 feet it cannot 
matter much where the engine is placed with regard to it; it would be just as efficient 
placed at the top as at the bottom of the fall. The water moves through the engine in 
one solid stream, during one-half of the revolution down one side, and during the other 
half down the other. A comparatively small surface of the water comes in contact with 
the sides of the engine, so that the friction cannot be great bet ween either the water and 
the engine itself, or between the different molecules of the water. The invention is 
likewise applicable as a water-meter, and as a pump, for which latter use it is claimed 
to be superior to the ordinary centrifugal-pump, as it can work at quick or slow speeds 
with equal efficiency. 

An interesting discussion followed the reading of the paper, Prof. Rankine, Mr. J. M. 
Gale, Mr. Downie, Mr. J. Elder, Mr. Yule, Dr. Joule, Mr. Day, and Mr, Fitzwilliams, 
taking part; and the general opinion seemed to be that it could not be used as a motive- 
power economically, but that as a water-meter it could be advantageously employed.

Tue Gornic Mine.—Although many of the Cardiganshire mines are 
found in higb, bleak, and inhospitable positions, others, such as Gothic and Tyllwyd 
are located low down in the valleys, amid the grandest scenery of that mountainous 
and beautiful country.

ProritaB_e Gop Minine.—Prof. Silliman has recently examined the 
Empire Mill and Mine, at Gold Hill, Nevada.

CLEVELAND Iron.—Now that the strife, which fortunately for both par- 
ties was but of short duration, has been brought to a close in this district, let us hope it 
may be long ere there Is another shock, by which the fron trade of the North becomes 
again so paralised, and that in the event of a dispute arising between labour and capital 
more moderate means may be brought effectively to bearon the point. That there should 
be a severence between the men of the North and the men of North and South Stafford- 
shire and districts, both in reference to capital and labour, seems perfectly reasonable 
when fairly taken in a commercial point of view. Between the districts of the Staffori- 
shires and Cleveland there is, and there must be, a very strong spirit of competition. 
The Staffordshires will, of course, endeavour to hold the position they have already gained; 
while the ironmastérs of Cleveland, with the immense resources they have at command, 
will vigorously prosecate the course they have followed and the advantages they are 
gradually gaining, and both have to combat with a heavy competition with their con- 
tinental neighbours, From this view we think that the mode adopted of severing the 
Union of the two districts was both reasonable and politic.
